No tetter 
evidence of the futility of hempen jus­ 
tice aaa deterrent agency can be offered 
than is to be found in tho details of the 
horrible murder in Brooklyn committed 
twenty-four hours before the hanging of 
four men in the Tombs. The execution 
of the death sentences of these four mur­ 
derers was planned, either deliberately 
or for the convenience of the hangman, 
so as to have a cumulative effect. Each 
had arrogated to himself the ngth to 
take life, and each was required to pay 
forfeit in kind. Four deathes on the 
scaffold were arranged to occur simul­ 
taneously, and thus vindicate with sol­ 
emnity and impressiveness the majesty 
of law. For weeks the impaneling fate 
of these four doomed men has been the 
subject of dally conversation and ribald 
jest among the criminal classes of this 
commuity, At 
last 
only 
one 
day 
remained on earth for the condemned 
wretches, and the jail carpenters were at 
work fitting together the beams of the 
scaffolds and adjusting the weights, but 
even aa the hammer-stiokes and the 
creakin of the ropes were hea rd at the 
tombs the victim of a fresh and peculiarly 
atrooioos murder lay weltering in his 
blood a mile away. 
Even with four 
deaths planned for as many minutes on 
the morrow the law had so few terrors 
in reserve for evil-doers that three burg­ 
lars were calmly plotting at the farther 
end of the bridge a crime whiob ended 
in a most revolting murder .—New York 
Tribune. 
There is no doubt that life for life di­ 
scords with the true spirit of christian­ 
ity. Under the old law it was an eye for 
or eye, tooth for a tooth—or in short, 
life for life. Bat when the new gospel 
began to shed its light upon earth— 
which was a gospel of love—there was no 
more retaliation, no more of the harsh de­ 
crees of the Mosaic law; but there was; 
instead such a commandment us “ love 
your enemies.” “Bless tbem that curse 
you, do good to them that hate you, and 
pray for ti oui which deipitefully hate 
you and perserote you.” All this is the 
gospel of love, and it has had a far great­ 
er influence in the world than any other 
doctrine that eau be named. The sun never 
fails to set upon the splendid triumphs 
of this gospel; aud yet it is the practical 
experience of civilized countries that 
there should be some death penalty for 
the crime of murder. It is thought that 
human life will be the safer among jeal­ 
ous, passionate, lawless, and brutal men, 
if there was snob a thing as banging for 
the premeditated, oold-bloodtd taking 
of life. 
And yet it does seem, as suggested by 
the New York Tribune, that all this cap­ 
ital punishment is for nought so far as 
preventing the orime cf murder. Strange 
as it may seem, (here are as many, and 
even more, mnrdeis per thousand inhab­ 
itants in states where hanging is 


excellent. 
Police Commissioner Whit­ 
ing of Boston, says: “I hear the law 
praised everywhere by prohibitionists 
and clergymen who ware not favorably 
disposed toward it at first.” Won’t every 
fair-minded prohibitionist say that this 
effect of high license is better than free 
saloor s and increased drunkenness ?

K ansas C ity, Mo., Aug. 20.—Tho im­ 
mense packing-houso of Swift & Co., in 
Kansas City, Kan., was saved from total 
destruction by tiro Sunday by a fortunate 
shift of the wind.

sullied. & The lire started at 9:40 a. rn. in 
tho smoke-house from somo 
unknown 
cause. 
Tho deportments of both cities 
wero on tho ground in sufficient time tc 
fiAve chocked the Diazo in its inception. 
W hen tho hose connections wero ma lo end 
tho w ater turned en,

Handicap; ed as t Hey were the firemen 
could do practically nothing to subduo the 
flames,

Portland, Ore., Aug. 2G.—The Rev. T. 
De W itt Talmage, D. D., who preached 
here Sunday to a vast audience, took (or 
his tex t I. Cor. ix., 27: “ Lest that by any 
means I myself should be a castaway.” 
Tho preacher said: 
In the I rosence of you who live on the 
Pacific coast, I who live on the Atlantic 
coast may appropriately speak on this 
marine allusion of the text, for all who 
know about the sea know about the cast­ 
away. 
Tho text implies that ministers of 
religion may help others into heaven and 
yet miss it themselves. 
The carpenters 
th at built Koah’s ark did not get into it 
them elves. 
C.’own 
and 
surplice and 
diplomas and canonicals arc no security. 
Cardinal Wolsey, after having been petted 
by 
kings 
and 
having 
entertained 
foreign ambassadors at Hampton court, 
died in darkness. 
One of 
the most 
eminent ministers of religion this coun­ 
try has ever known plunged into sin and 
died, bis heart, by post-mortem exam ina­ 
tion, found to have been not figuratively 
but literally broken. 
We may have hands 
of ordination on the head and address 
consecrated assemblages, but that is no 
reosou why we shall necessarily reach the 
realm celestial. 
The clergyman must go 
through the same gate of pardon as the 
layman. 
There have been cases of ship­ 
wreck where all on board escaped ex­ 
cepting the captain. 
Alas! if having 
“ preached to others I myself should be a 
castaw ay.” 
God forbid it. 
I have examined some of the com­ 
mentaries to see what they thought about 
this word “castaway” and I find that they 
differ in regard to the figure used while 
they agree in regard to the meaning. 
So 
I shall make my own selection and take it 
in a nautical and seafearing sense and 
show you th at men may become spiritual 
castaways and how finally they d rift into 
th at calamity. 
You and I live in seaboard cities. 
You 
have all stood on the beach. 
Many of you 
have crossed the ocean. 
Some of you have 
managed vessels in great stress of weather. 
There is a sea captain, and thoro is an­ 
other, and yonder is another, and there 
are a goodly number of you, who, though 
once you did not know the difference be 
tween a brig and a bark and between a 
diamond knot and a | sprit sheet sail knot, 
and although you could not point out the 
weathercrcss jack brace; and although 
you could not man the foreclew garnets, 
now you are as fam iliar with a ship as you 
are with your right hand, aud if it were 
necessary you could take a vessel clear 
across to the mouth of the Mersey without 
the loss of a single sail. 
Well, there is a 
dark night in your memory of the sea. 
The vessel became unmanageable. 
You 
saw it was scudding toward the shore. 
You heard the cry: 
“ Breakers ahead 
Land on the lee bow!” 
The vessel struck 
the rock and you felt the deck breaking 
up under your feet, and you were cast­ 
away, as when the Hercules drove on the 
coast of Caffraria, as when the Portuguese 
brig went staying, splitting, 
grinding, 
crashing on the Goodwins. 
But whether 
you have followed the sea or not you all 
understand the figures when I cell you that 
there are men who by their sins and tem p­ 
tations are thrown helpless! 
Driven be­ 
fore the gale! 
Wrecked for two worlds 
Castaways! Castaways! 
By talking with some sea captains I have 
foijnd out that there are three or four 
causes for such a calamity to a vessel, 
have been told th at it sometimes comes 
from creating false lights on the beach. 
This was often so in olden times. 
It is not 
many years ago, indeed, th at vagabonds 
used to wander up and down the beach 
getting vessels ashore in the night, throw 
ing up false lights in their presence and 
deceiving them th at they m ight despoil 
and ransack them. 
All kinds of infernal 
arts were used to accomplish this. 
And 
one night on the Cornish coast, when the 
sea was coming in fearfully, some villains 
took a lantern and tied it to a horse and 
lod the horso up and down the beach, the 
lantern swinging to the motion of the 
horse, and a sea captain in the offing 
saw it and made up his mind th a t he 
was not anywhere near tho shore, for 
he 
said 
“ There's a vessel—that must 
be a vessel, 
for 
it has a movable 
lig h t,” and ho had no apprehension till he 
heard tho rocks grating on the ship's bot­ 
tom, and it went to pieces and the villains 
on the shore gathered up the packages and 
treasures th at were washed to the land. 
And I have to tell you that there are a 
multitude of souls ruined by false lights on 
the beach. 
In the dark night of m an's 
danger false religion goes up and down the 
shore, shaking its lantern, and men look 
off and take th at flickering and expiring 
wick as the signal of safety, and the cry 
is: “ Heave the main topsail to the mast 
All is well!” when sudden destruction 
cometh upon them and they shall not 
escape. So there are all kinds of lanterns 
swung on the beach—philosophical Ion 
terns, educated 
lanterns, hum anitarian 
lanterns. 
Men look at them and are de­ 
ceived, 
when there is nothing but God’s 
eternal lighthouse of the gospel th at can 
keep them from becoming castaways. Once 
on W olf Crag lighthouse they tried to 
build a copper figure of a wolf with its 
mouth open, so th at the storms beating 
into it the wolf would howl forth the 
dangers to m ariners who m ight Ie com­ 
ing anywhere near the coast. 
Of course 
it was a failure. 
And so all new inven­ 
tions for the saving of m an’s soul are una­ 
vailing. 
W hat the human race wants is a 
light bursting forth from tho cross stand­ 
ing on the great headlands—the light of 
pardon, the light of comfort, the light of 
heaven. 
You m ight better go tc-night 
and destroy all the great lighthouses on 
the dangerous coasts—the Barnegat lig h t­ 
house, the Fastnet Rock lighthouse, the 
Sherry vore lighthouse, 
tho 
Longships 
lighthouse, the 
Hollyhead lighthouse— 
than to put out God’s great ocean lam p— 
tho gospel. 
Woe to those who swing 
false lanterns on the beach till m en crash 
into ruin. 
Castaways! 
Castaways! 
By talking w ith sea captains I have 
heard also that sometimes ships come to 
this calam ity by the sudden swoop of a 
tempesr. 
For instance, a vessel is sailing 
along in the East Indies and there is not a 
single cloud on the sky: but suddenly thg 
breeze freshens and there are swift feet on 
the ratlines]and the cry is: 
“ Way, haul 
away there!” but before they can square 
the booms and tarpulin the hatchways the 
vessel is groaning and creaking in the 
g rip of the tornado and falls over into the 
trough of the sea and broadside it rolls on 
to the beach and keels over, leaving the 
crew to the merciless surf. 
Castaway! 
Castaway! 
And so I have to tell you th at 
there are thousands of men destroyed 
through 
the 
sudden swoop of temp 
tations. 
Somo 
great 
inducement 
to 
worldliness or to sensuality or to high 
tem per] or to some, form of dissipation 
comes upon them. 
If they had time to 
examine their Bible, if they had tim e to 
consult with their friends, if they had time 


orong once I could iiot stop.,T 
Uh, it is 
the first stop that costs; the second is 
easier, and the third, and on to tho last. 
Once having broken loose from tho anchor 
it is not so easy to tie the parted strands. 
How often it is that men are ruined for the 
reason that the temptation coiffes front 
some unexpected quarter. 
As vessels lie 
in Margate roads, safe from southwest 
winds: but the wind changing to the north­ 
east they are driven helpless and go down. 
Oh, that God would have mercy upon 
those upon whom there comes the sudden 
swoop of tem ptation lest they perish, be­ 
coming castaways! castaways! 
By talking with sea captains I have 
found out also that some vessels come to 
this calamity through sheer recklessness. 
There are 3,(100,000 men who follow the 
sea for a living. 
It i9 a simplo fact that 
the average of human life on tho sea is 
loss than twelve years. 
This comes from 
the fact that men by fam iliarity with 
danger sometimes becoino reckless—the 
captain, 
the helmsman, tho stoker, the 
man on the lookout become reckless, and 
in nine out of [ten shipwrecks it is found 
out that some one was awfully to blame. 
So I have to tell you th at men aro morally 
shipwrecked through sheer recklessness. 
There are thousands who do not care where 
they aro in spiritual things. 
They do not 
know which way they are sailing and the 
sea is black with piratical hulks that would 
grapple thorn with hooks of steel and 
blindfold them, and make th em \“ walk 
the plank. ’ ’ 
They do not know what tho 
next moment may bring forth. D rifting in 
their theology. 
Drifting in their habits. 
Drifting in regard to all their future. 
No 
God, 
no Christ, . no settled anticipations 
of eternal facility; but all tho time com­ 
ing nearer and nearer to a dangerous 
coast. 
Some of them are on fire w ith evil 
habit and they shall burn on tho sea, 
the 
charred hulk tossed 
up 
on tho barren 
beach. Many of them w ithg rent troubles, 
financial troubles, domestic troubles, social 
troubles; but they never pray for comfort. 
W ith an aggravation of sin theyjpray for 
no pardon. 
They do not steer for the 
lightship th at dances in gladness at the 
mouth of heaven’s harbor; rockless as to 
where they cpme out, drifting farther 
from God, farther from early religious in­ 
fluences, farther from happiness; and what 
is the worst thing about it is they are 
taking their families along with them and 
the way one 
goes 
tho probability is 
they will all go. 
Yet no anxiety. 
As 
unconscious of danger as tho 
passengers 
aboard the Arctic one moment lief ore the 
Vesta crashed into her. W rapped up in the 
business of the store, not remembering 
th at soon they must quit all their earthly 
possessions. 
Absorbed 
in their social 
position, not knowing th at very soon thoy 
will have attended the last leveo and 
whirled in the last schottische. 
They do 
not deliberately choose to 
be ruined; 
neither did the French frigate Medusa aim 
for the Arguin banks, but there it went to 
pieces, 
I wish I could wake you up. Tho 
perils are so augmented, you will die just 
as certainly as you sit there unless you be­ 
stir yourself. 
Are you willing to l>ecome 
castaway? 
You throw out no 
oar. 
You take no soundings. 
You watch no 
compass. 
You aro not calculating your 
bearings while tho wind is abaft, and yon­ 
der is a long line of foam bounding the 
horizon, and you will be pushed on to 
ward it, and thousands have perished there 
and you are driving in tho same direction. 
Ready about! 
Down helm! 
Hard down! 


prayor un: ii your chance is past and the 
night drops and the sea washes you out 
and the appalling fact shall bo announced 
that notwithstanding all your magnificent 
opportunities you have become a castaway?

T errible E xp erien ce o f an Illin o is Man 
in th e F ar N orth w est. 
Ira H, Hill of Evanston, 111., one of a 
party of hunters wno had for several 
days been encamped in tho mountains 
near Crow Creek canyon, was brought to the 
Klameath Indian agency, in Oregon, the 
other day, more dead than alive, the result 
of a desperate fight with a cougar and a 
fall over a precipice. 
Mr. Hill had shot 
and wounded a large buck. Notwithstand­ 
ing its wound the animal, as frequently 
happens, bounded away.

tho action of the deer that the bullet had 
found its m ark the hunter clambered down 
tho mountain side to the point where the 
animal stood [when the shot was fired.

A Berlin inventor has devised a simple 
and inexpensive 
elevator 
for private 
dwellings, in place of the ordinary stair­

The Berlin invention is on the 
principle of the inclined railway, and the 
motive power is furnished by the city 
water, which is applied in the cellar; each 
flight has its separate chair, so that, for 
example, one person can ascend from the 
first to the second story while another is 
on his way from tho second to the third, 
or still another is descending from th* 
fifth to tho fourth.
